On Out-of-State Ban

After a long deliberation, 
the Eastern Conference 
jury convenes again today 
to pronounce the decision 
in the case of out-of-state 
21-year-olds vs. athletic 
ineligibility. 

Each college of the East- 
ern Conference will send a 


representative to the crucia] 
meeting which could create a jolt 
that would be felt from San Ber- 
nardino to Grossmont in the ath- 
letic departments. 

One question that the officials 
must answer is this: Is such dis- 
crimination against student, be- 
cause of place of birth, age and 
interest, legal under the freedoms 
guaranteed taxpayers under the 
Constitution ?

This ruling would affect a 
minor section of the student 
body, but this section of the stu- 
dent body is the same as the 
majority except for age, birth- 
place and athletic skill. Are these 
factors in discrimination? 

If the conference fumbles this 
ball, it should receive a 15-yard 
penalty.
